GIGANTIC NEW 
‘GEYSER BORN IN 
YELLOWSTONE 


Yellowstone Park, Wyo., Aug. 6.— 
(/) — Yellowstone park has a new 
geyser, in point of value and magni- 
tude believed to be one of the largest 
in the world. . 

The new blower has burst out in the 
Fairy creek region of the National 
park and approaches the size of the 
famous Eycelsior geyser which stopped 
playing in 1888. 

From a crater 100 feet wide, and 
120 feet long, the new geyser bursts 
forth twice each 24 hours and for a

Submarine to 


ROME, Aug. 6.—(4)—The Stefani 
agency reports that the Italian sub- 
marine F-14 was sunk in forty meters 
[130 feet] of water by a collision with 
the destroyer Giuseppe Missori this 
morning. The crew of the submarine 
are in communication with surface 
craft through special submarine sig- 
naling apparatus. 

At least a score of men were be- 
lieved to be trapped in the F-14. Their 
comrades of the navy worked unceas- 
ingly through the night on the toss- 
ing surface of the Adriatic in efforts 
to save them. The submarine was 
sunk at 3:45 a. m., Chicago daylight 
saving time. At 9 p. m., Chicago day- 
light time, the F-14 had been lying on 
the ocean floor more than 17 hours. 
Weather conditions are said to be 
not favorable. There are already at 
the scene four sets of diving apparatus 
and also a mechanism to supply the 
submarine with fresh air. 

Emerges Under Destroyer. 

The submarine was engaged in an 
attack maneuver with the fleet seven 
miles west of the island of Brioni, 
near the northeast cost of the Adri- 
atic. It emerged suddenly under the 
prow of the destroyer Giuseppe Mis- 
sori, which struck it. 

The F-14 sank at once to the bot- 
tom. The submarine’s exact position 
has not yet been found but observers 
from a hydroairplane said they had 
sighted it a little way from where 


The F-14 is one of the coast defense 
submarines of the Italian navy. With 
ten or more others of its class it was 
built at Leghorn in the years 1916 and 
1917. Its displacement is 260 tons at 
the surface and 318 tons when sub- 
merged. Its length is about 150 feet. 
Submarines of this class have a normal 
complement of 22 men. 

The Giuseppe Missori was built in 
1915. It is of 795 tons and carries a

Asks $2,000,000. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 6.—[Spe- 
cial.J—While funeral services for 
James A. Allison, Indianapolis capi- 
talist, were in progress here this afi- 
ernoon, a suit was filed in County 
Superior court by Sara C. Wilson, his 
divorced wife, against Lucille Musseit 
Allison, his second wife, to whom he 
had been married five days at the 
time of his death, asking damages of 
$2,000,000 and charging that she haji 
alienated the affections of Allison.

It was after 
the trajn reached the station here that 
she learned Allison had come to In- 
dianapolis on the same train.

They then went to Asheville, N. C., 
and from there returned to Indian- 
apolis. Allison became ill of bronchial 
pneumonia on the return trip and 
died Aug. 3. The second wife becomes 
the heir to an estate of an estimated 
value of between $3,500,000 and $6,- 
000,000. 

Allison was a pioneer with Fisher 
in developing the Indianapolis motor 
speedway and later in developing 
Miami and Port Washington, Long 
Island. Fisher was divorced here sev- 
eral years ago following a sensational] 
alienation suit.

‘The great lakes are continuing to grow deeper 
in spite of gioomy forecastg that they were drying 
up. Government reports show that in Jily Lekes 
Huron and Michigan gained nearly three inches. | 
The lakes are now more than nine inches higher 
than they were a year ago, three inches higher 
than the average stage for the last ten years and 
more than 20 inched higher than they were at 
their lowest in July, 1925. 

The lakes are deeper because of increased rain- 
fall. When they were low it was primarily be 
cause of decreased rainfall, Only a small part of 
the lowering was a consequence of the diversion 
through the Chicago drainage canal. Any one who 
examined the official records with anything like 
scientific detachment must have been impressed 
with that truth.

Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 6.—(7)—Pri- 
mary campaigns in Missouri, Kansas, 
and Oklahoma were wound up tonight 
as candidates made their final pleas 
for votes in tomorrow's élections. 


National issues gained attention 
only in Missouri, where sharp battles 
have been waged among candidates in 
both the major parties for the nomi- 
nation for United States senator with 
prohibition the leading issue. 

In Kansas and Oklahoma personali- 
ties and state issues pushed national 
politics into the background.

Roads Through 
Serbian Alps 


Wealth of Old Empire Is 
Seen in Beauty Spot. ' 


(This is the fifth of a series of art’ 
cles on a trip through Jugo-Slavia and 
the Dalmatian coast.) 


BY LARRY RUE. 
[Chieage Tribune Press Services.) 
RAGUSA, Aug. 6.—This is one of 


the beauty spots of the world. Lo- 
cated on the foot of the Dinaric Alps, 
it affords all the scenic beauties of 
those who love mountains or those 
who find the greatest aesthetic re- 
sponse when looking out to sea. Here 
is a lazy, crystal, blue-grey sea, 
studded with islands so close to shore,

tation is sparse except for a few spots 
which have the benefits of artificial 
irrigation and intensive culture. 

In the center of the city one can 
reconstruct history fromm the days 
when the Roman emperors were at 
tracted here by its natural beauties, 
on to the days when Ragusa was an 
independent republic, under Venice, 
Hungarian and Turkish protectorates, 
respectively, thence wher. it joined to 
the kingdom of Illyria in 1808, and 
finally when annexed to Austria in 
1814. It was a favorite watering place 
of old Austria-Hungary. Today it is 
a part of Juglo-Slavia. 


In coming to this dreamland from 
Sarajevo one cannot help but be im- 
pressed with the remarkable achieve- 
ment of the old AustroHungarian eim- 
pire in constructing mountain roads at 
a cost which must stagger the credit 
of any Balkan country. 

We came over high mountains that 
all but defied the genius of engineer- 
ing. Hundreds of miles were through 
a territory worthless for anything but 
the splendor of its beauty, the awe in- 
spiring canyons, and the magnificence 
of its waterfalls. 

It requires no mathematics to see 


the various parts of the mountainous 
territory easily accessible to sea, or 
the other territories once under the 
old Austro-Hungarian empire, required 
an outlay of money that could never 
have been produced by the immediate 
communities benefited. Cut through 
mountains, some time built up for 
miles u miles with finest masonry, 
the of construction represents an 
outlay many times that of construct- 
ing a railroad grade through normally 
hilly country.

Tthe French language for the word 


Nothing Can Serve 
as Substitute for 


That Word “Home’”’ 


André Murois, the gifted French- 
man who wrote “ Ariel,” that simple 
and fascinating story of Shelley—and 
“ Disraeli "—discoursed at some ‘ength | 
not long ago on the color and beauty 
of the American language, meaning 
English as “she is spoke” in the 
United States. 

It is pleasant, though not specially 
important, to hear from European 
sources appreciation rather than de- 
preciation of something American. 
Most of us who think about it know 
that we Americans have a rich, racy, 
red blooded and beautiful language. 
Some of us who do not know it will, 
I hope, be stimulated to look for these 
qualities at the suggestion of a for- 
eigner who is masterly with words. 


So, talking about words, it may in- 
terest you to know something which 
was told to me by a compatriot of 
André Maurois, not long ago. There 
is in the French language, this 
Frenchwoman said, no equivalent for 
the English word “home.” There is 
la maison, the.equivalent of house, of 
course. There is le foyer, the hearth 
or fireside—an approach to our word, 
home, but not its equivalent, 

But for the word home with all that 
it signifies—and how deep and wide 
and spiritual and material that signi- 
ficance is—there. is no equivalent in 
the French language. So they have 
adopted our word bodily—and now 
they say, le héme. 


Just as there is no equivalent in 


home, so there is no substitute in a 
child’s life for all that a home can 
mean to him. No specialized care, 
menta] or physical, no religious minis- 
strations, no impersonal expert ex- 
aminations, no material or cultural ad- 
vantages, no nurses or doctors or 
teachers, taken all together, can equal 
one real home. There is something 
that every baby boy or baby girl born 
into this world is entitled to—a home 
with all of beauty, of richness of life, 
of understanding, of love, of compan- 
jonship, of freedom for development

Swedish industry is rapidly being 
organized on an American basis. 
Hundreds of young Swedes of wealthy 
families are going to America every 
year to study American businegs and 
industrial methods.

Yankee Trade Marks Pirated. 


Sometimes it works the other way.

Practical suburban gardeners 100 look 
upon their compost heap as a savings 
bank, The fertilizer bill is small for 
the man who saves ‘all the vegetable 
waste produced on his lot, including 
Stam clippings, weeds, and the tops 
end pods taken from vegetables as 
they are prepared for the table. 


Where this is done comparatively 


few pounds of manure and chemical 
fertilizers are needed to take the place 
of plant food used up by the crops. 
Growers who start with a fairly rich 
soll and save all the vegetable waste 
«an maintain a,rich soil by applying 
annually about 100 pounds of manure 
to each 200 square feet of ground. 

- Where only the material from the 
available supple- 
TMentary chemical fertilizers may be 
Used to advantage. The station at 
Geneva, N. Y., warns that on rich 
Solis it is often advisable not to manure 
to heavily as tomatoes and root crops 
May produce excessive top growth at 
the expeanse of fruit and roots. It is 
found that under such conditions the 
Gificulty is overcome by using super- 
Phosphate or a complete commercial 
garden f r. Two or three pounds 
garden fertilizer to each
